You  have  a  right  to  sue  for  damages  any 
nffiar  of  the  law  who  arrests  or  tries  you 
ia  an  unlawful  manner. 

These  are  tbe  sacred  and  inalienable 
rights  of  all  American  citisens,  and  no 
constitution  or  law  can  deprive  him  of 
them.
